IMMIGRATION CONFERENCE 
“" SUGGESTED. 


Dr Arthur of Sydney suggests that an 
Imperial Immicration Conference should 
'be called in London, to which representa- 
tives of tho self-governing colonies could 
go, with power to troat. They ‘would 
discuss (1) finance—for the mother country 
might be expected, he says, to pay as much 
for the carrying away of her surplus people 
as the eplonies for their importing ; (2) the 
iminigrinte thomeclves—for whilat the 
colonies will refuse dorelicte, the old 
country is not likely always to relish the 
denuding of her country districts, . Byt he 
thinks Great Britain might be glad to. have 
withdrawn from the entering into her 
Jabour market those young men and women 
whose competition beats down wages. 
Auatralis, he calculates, could take an- 
nually and employ profitably, at least 
26,000 lads between 15 and 20-to be 
trained to be good birsh handa and eventunl- 
Jy farmers—and 10,000 or 16,000 young 
women “bstwoen 18 and 25. (3) Distribu- 
tion. Tho aim should be to concentrate 
emigration into the great colonies such as 
Canada and Australia, saya Dr Arthur : to 
be a source of strength to the Empire.
